But we had the ſentence of death mm our 
ſelves, that we ſhould not t uſt in our ſelves but in God which raiſ- 
eth the dead: who del. vered us from ſo great a death. and dorh deli- 
ver: in w we truſt. that he will yet del1ver us: you alſe helping 
together by Prayer for us, that for the gift beſtowed upon u, by the 
meanes of many erſons thanks may be given by many on our behalf.
